Senator John 
Taylor introduced a resolution 
which stated that the senate found 
Giannont not guilty of the first 
three articles of impeachment and 
due to the lack of quorum, were

Numberous changes were made 
to revise the hastily prepared 
document. The clause declaring 
that the six remaining articles 
“were to be held null” was 
removed. The resolution was then 
approved in a unanimous vote

CSU, Chico AS Board of Direc- 
tors tabled a proposal yesterday to 
abolish the campus newspaper, 
and its governing code until a 
school - wide survey could be con- 
ducted to determine student - 
faculty opinion of the newspaper. 

The two - part proposal, in- 
troduced by Jason Peltier, AS vice 
president, called for the ter- 
mination of the AS Com- 
munications Code and the AS - 
funded Wildcat through a one year 
freezing or funds, and prohibiting 
the further use of AS office 
equipment by the newspaper. All 
associated student employees of 
the newspaper would be ter- 
minated June 30. 

“The proposal was introduced 
hasically to attack the weakness of 
the (Communications) code,” 
newly - elected AS President Allan 
Meyers said. 

Meyers. said that the staff was 
no longer receptive to AS 
guidelines. “These are not charges 
against the content of the paper,” 
he said. 





Wildcat News Editor Kim Weir 
said the issue arose over a feature 
article written by staff - writer 
Kevin Jays depicting Meyers 
“drunk and begging for alcohol” at 
a recent rock concert. The article 
also criticized activities of last 
week's associated students spon- 
sored Pioneer Week. 

Kent Hafemann, AS treasurer, 
who introduced the motion to table 
the proposal, said that if the paper 
“used good journalism there would 
not be this problem. 

“They do not present both sides 
of the issues,” he said. “When 
people write letters to the paper 
presenting the other side it does not 
get printed.” 

According to Hafemann, the 
AS Board of Directors was “satis- 
fied” with his motion. 

“I do not think it will happen, 
(abolishment of Wildcat), but 
revisions will have to be made at 
the Wildcat,” he said. 

The tabled proposal also called 
for establishment of a new board to 
control campus media, creating a 
new student newspaper, and dis- 
continuing the use of the Wildcat

Faculty senate demands Better’s 
dismissal in disciplinary case

CSUS Faculty Senate called 
Wednesday for the dismissal of 
Dean of Students Norman M. 
Better for submitting the name ofa 
student, suspended recently for 
allegediy altering her grades, for an 
outstanding senior award. 

The resolution “condemns the 
actions of Dean Better and (CSUS 
President) James G. Bond in allow- 
ing this student to continue to 
represent student body in the 
student senate and in the faculty 
senate.” 

The student was not named in 
the resolution. 

An attached amendment to the 
resolution requested that Better be 
removed from his post “on the 
grounds of technical in- 
competence.” 

According to May |2 resolution 
the department of biological 
sciences requested that Better take 
disciphnary action against the 
student “who altered the grades 
from a no - credit to an A, recorded 
by the instructors of two biologic 
science courses. by forging 


signatures of both the instructors 
and the department chair on 
change - of - grade forms.” 
CSUS department chairs have 
passed a similar resolution. 


The student was one of 14 
graduating seniors selected by a 
university - community committee 
to receive a Campus Advancement 
Award in a Wednesday night 
ceremony. The awards are given 
annually by the CSUS Alumni As- 
sociation to seniors who have 
maintained a 3.0 GPA throughout 
their four years, have participated 
ip at least two campus activities, 
have made pesitive contributions 
to the enrichment of campus life, 
according to alumni association of- 
ficials 


Better told a Sacramento Union 
reporter Wednesday that the 
student was suspended last month, 
reimstated and then placed on 
probation 


He said that such a procedure is 
often used to deal with student 
chenting cases. “I would opt for a 
second chance,” Better said. 

Better said that he was uncer- 


tain if he or a person on his staff 
had nominated the student for the 
achievement award. 

“With the exception of this one 
alleged violation of student policy, 
she has been an _ outstanding 
student,” Better told the Union. 

Bond, unable to be contacted 
yesterday, told reporters Wendes- 
day that he approves student 
suspensions and reinstatements 
upon the dean’s recommendation. 

“| have the same committment 
as the faculty has for academic ex- 
cellence, and | abhor academic 
dishonesty,” he said Wednesday. 

“There are ways of handling this 
within normal patterns, without 
making it a major political issue on 
the campus,” Bond said. 

In the senate meeting, Faculty 
Senator Barbara Arnstine said that 
Better was responsible “for the 
position where the student is sub- 
ject to publicity and recrimination. 
If anyone deserves a sleepless night 
it is Dean Better and not the 
department of biological sciences,” 
she said

During the same period, 
Bell's losses dropped trom $10 
million in 1972 to $6.8 million in 
1974, the last vear for which com- 
plete figures are available.

Mollura says Bell agents find 
little in the organized 
groups defrauding the company 
these days other than organized 
crime figures.

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| Civil disorder prevention is working

Following three summers of 
ghetto upheaval in 1968, President 
Lyndon B. Johnson appointed the 
National Advisory Commission on 
Civil Disorders to study what 
happened and how it could be 
avoided in the future 

From the commission came 
many suggestions including this 
regarding police 


“We specifically recommend 
federal funding for certain 
programs community service ol- 


ficers, development of portable 
communications equipment, a 
national clearinghouse for training 
information and non - lethal 
weapons development.” 

Passage of the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Acts of 
1968 followed shortly after the 
commission printed its findings 

True to the spirit of the act, 
police departments throughout the 
country bought new equipment 
and began programs to slow the 
progress of crime. Community 
relations units began to appear in 
every major city to change the 
image of police from the symbol of 
white racism to one more 
sympathetic to the problems of les 
miserables in the ghetto. And 
departments began raising ad- 
mission standards, asking for a 
“more professionali” officer 


Police respond 


Sacramento Police Department 
responded in July of 1968 by es- 
tablishing of the Community 
Relations Division within the Ad- 
ministrative Bureau. The unit 
began to implement the present 
programs when Chief William J. 
Kinney took office in September 
1970. 

Since then, over $1 million of 
federal funds have been spent on 
programs like youth — services, 
elementary school presentations of 
“Your Friend the Policeman,” 
community contact, altercation - 
prevention training, community 
service officers training and the 
neighborhood police community 
relations offices. 

Chief Kinney encourages every 
officer to pursue degrees and each 
applicant must have 60 units of 
college work 

But since its beginning, the 
effectiveness of the unit has been

questioned by law and order ad- 
vocates who feel it 1s appeasement, 
by community action groups who 
teel that because it is a wing of the 
police. the only people who will 
utilize it will be those who don't 
need it the non - minority; and 
by former Sacramento — city 
manager, Richard Rathfon, who 





said lack of community use of the 
program warranted its dis- 
continuance 

The officers who make up the 
division, however, feel that the one 
or two visitors per day their offices 
receive, are much better than none 
Establishing rapport or just easing 
tensions between the police and the 
community is the main purpose of 
the division, the officers say, and 
that is what they see themselves 
doing 

Patrolmen Robert Ramirez, 
Chicano, Bob Gibbons, black, and 
Rich Kupper, Caucasian, take 
their jobs of spreading the gospel. 
according to Chief Kinney, 
seriously and are confident they're 
doing something 

“We're like an interpreter,” ex- 
plains Kupper. “We heighten 
awareness on both sides of 
different problems. To avoid some 
of the probiems of the past, it is 
necessary for the department to 
know what the community thinks 
and expects of it and the com- 
munity must understand the ac- 
tions of the police 

“Today, if the community ques- 
tions some actions by the police, we 
can act as mediators or arrange 
meetings to work on the problem,” 
Kupper said. 

Though seen by some as strictly 
public relation tactics that avoid 
confronting ‘the real issues, the 
programs are seen by the police as 
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factors reducing hostilities between 
community and police and in- 
creasing their cooperation in the 
tight against crime 

The duties of the officers range 
from advising job applicants in 
Oak Park and Del Paso Heights on 
opportunities within” the 
department. to giving “Lady 
Beware” rape lectures at colleges 


Communication needed 


Ramirez. a native Sacramentan 
graduated from Hiram 
Johnson High School and Sac- 
ramento City College, sees com- 
munication as his principal chore 
and the factor that could best avoid 
the antagonistic atmosphere he has 
seen in the past 

“Citizens are becoming aware 
of what the police are all about and 
the problems we have in getting 
things done. Nobody in the 
department would admit it 10 years 
ago but we were a secretive agency 
We would np somebody off, out of 
a house, and arrest them, Ramirez 
said 

“Those days are in the past now, 
but if a citizen feels ripped off then 
we can help solve the problem. If 
just One person understands why 
there wasn't an arrest or why there 
was one, then we've accomplished 
something.” Ramirez said 

When Ramirez began working 
at the Washington Neighborhood 
Center two years ago, he was given 
a chilly reception by the youths 
there. Now, many call him by his 
first name and through his efforts 
at communication, Ramirez feels 
that at least for a few Mexican 
teenagers, the image of the 
soldier policeman invading their 
neighborhood 1s diminished. 

The department, too, is the ob- 
ject of the division's efforts, con- 
tinues Ramirez. “At the academy, 
when we take the cadets on nde - 
alongs, we encourage them to 
always wave back to anyone who 
waves, especially smal] children. 
Some don't realize how important 
that wave could be. It might be that 
child’s first exposure to the police 
and if all a person's encounters 
with the police are not all bad ones, 
how can the myth of racist pig 
police survive” Ramurez said 

Those exposures to Sac- 
ramentans are frequent lately 
Each officer gives several lectures a 
week and they see the speaker's 
bureau program as having this two 
- fold purpose: It helps get a mes- 
sage across to the public about a 
particular problem, and it exposes 
a policeman to the audience and 
lets them know the police are there 
to help

Criminal advice 


Agency referral and iegal advice 
keep Patrolman Gibbons busy 
while at the Del Paso Heights of- 
fice. A graduate last spring of 
CSUS with a B.A. in Criminal Jus- 
tice, he is able to advise people on 
tort and criminal law when other 
agencies cannot. 


Gibbons feels the unit is 


| desperately needed, even if just to 


listen to telephone calls and hear 
people complain. “People begin to 
relax when someone in authority 
listens to their problems and this 
kills half of our problems.” 
Gibbons says he follows up 
every neighborhood dispute 





report. Even an argument over 
ownership of a shovel demands his 
attntion. “This may sound small 
time tomost people,” he explained, 
“but it isa very real problem to the 
two neighbors and could turn into 
an altercation or a neighborhood 
disturbance. The street cops can't 
take time for it but the problem ts 
there and must be settled 
landlord tenant 
irontation, such as landlords loc- 
king their tenants out, we can bring 
the principals into the office to talk 
on neutral ground; tell them the 
law and usually that’s it. We might 
have avoided a fight, or even a 
shooting,” Gibbons said

(CPS) Psychology majors 
have never been bombarded with 
job offers because of their unique 
qualifications, but unti! recently 
there were faint prospects for jobs

However in the past. decade, the 
number of undergraduate 
psychology majors has increased 
more than 300 per cent and ad- 
vanced degrees in the subject have 
increased proportionately. And 
already there are more graduate 
students in psychology than in the 
whole American Psychological As- 
sociation, according to one 
psychology major. 

No one seems to know why this 
field should attract so many 
students when the job market for 


psychology

to the results of a laboratory ex- 
periment. That's kind of hard to 
cope with.” 

Another reason for the surge in 
popularity of psychology classes 
and majors is that some students 
apparently expect to find answers 
to their own pr: olems within the 
context of the discipline. But a 
psychology professor at Nor- 
thwestern University says these 
kinds of students probably do not 
get all they hope. for from 
psychology 

“Psychology is justified by its 
problems, not by its answers.” he 
said. “It would be nice if we had 
scientifically based answers to 
questions like: “Why am | unhappy 
so much of the time? Un- 
fortunately we don't as yet have 
those answers,” said the professor. 


Some observers also believe 
that a psychology major ts better 
preparation for the shaky job 
market than other liberal arts 
fields. The open - endedness of the 
lieid makes them employment pos- 
sibilities in a number of social 
science and natural science fields 


But most psychology mayors 
will not find jobs directly related to 
their ~=psychology training 
Government funding for academic 
research has decreased recently 
and most university faculties are 
young. male and tenured. ac- 
cording to a University of Vermont 
psychologist 


So many ot those 
undergraduate psychology majors 
who liked the field but couldn't 
find a yob that suited them are try- 
Pursue their careers in 
graduate school instead. And the 
result of that was that last year 
130,600 applicants fought over 
13.700 openings in graduate 
school. “That.” said an official of 


ing to

Lipstick is, in some ways, a very 
good film. It treats its subject with 
complete never 
downgrading the importance of the 
issue. The rape sequence is 
graphically done and expresses the 
degradation of the crime without 
stooping to cheap sensationalism 
The trial is especially realistic and 
is probably the film's most per- 
suasive indictment of society's cold 
treatment of victims of crimes. The 
performances, while not Academy 
Award material, are more than 
adequate 

Yet the film does have some 
overt weaknesses.
